S. W. Ricketts called upon Secre- 
tarj J. R. Rippey this forenoon and in­ 
formed him that he could not carry 
out his contract, and. therefore, would 
file no bond for the faithful execu­ 
tion of the work, according to the 
terms of the several specifications. 
In explanation of the decision he 
had reached. Mr. Ricketts said that 
last 
evening, 
after 
having 
been 
awarded the contract, he and the sub­ 
contractors who were interested with 
him in the work, went carefully over 
the estim ate he had made, and they 
learned that several Items required 
by the spedfifmtions had been en­ 
tirely overlooked Mid had not been 
Included in his hid. 
Mr. Ricketts sUted that the Items 
be had oTerlooked would require an 
•dditional expenditure of between 
93,000 and $4,000. and to go on with 
the contract would entail a loss upon 
him of that snm of money. There- 
Ibre, he could not go ahead with the 
wofk. 
Secretary Rippey has advised the 
members of the board of the embar­ 
rassing conditions, 
and It Is quite 
probable the other contractors who 
sttbmltted bids wUl he requested to 
resubmit them at an early date, prob­ 
ably by next Monday. 
If the work on 
the buildings is 
much longer delayed the board of di­ 
rectors will not be able to have the 
last section of the grand stand and 
the live stock pavilion completed by 
the date of the state fair in August. 
The other buildings, however, it is 
certain, will he completed In ample 
time for exhibition purposes. 
The buildings to be constructed are 
a live stock pavilion, with an area for

The affidavit says that for the past 
nine years he has lived with his wife 
and family at 1236 West Kentucky 
street, Louisville, and that he Is a car­ 
penter. 
The accident is said to have oc­ 
curred In February, 1904, though the | 
affidavit alleges that his daughter ‘ 
went to school every day and Sunday 
school from .January 1. 1904, until 
about April 1-3 last. 
Then she suf­ 
fered from sciatic rheumatism, he de­ 
clares, for four months. 
He says that as father of the child 
he refused to bring the suit because 
he knows exactly what Is the matter 
with his daughter, “for,” he says, 
“both me and my wife have been 
suffering for years from this com­ 
plaint and we are third cousins.” 
The suit was brought In the name 
of Fannie Owens, the elder sister of 
the girl, and the original demand was 
for $15.000 damages. From the first 
the Louisville Railway company main­ 
tained that the Owens girl had never 
been injured in an accident on its 
lines. The girl appeared on crutches 
In court.

Somw of the Buildings In Operation 
^ August 1 and All By the 
FIrat of November. 


The new 
Missouri Pacific shops, 
which ir e being erected in E ast Seda- 
lU at a cost of 11,500,000, are rapidly 
nearing completion, and a number of 


the buildings will be equipped with 
machinery and in operaticm by August 
I, and all of the remainder by Novem­ 


ber L 
There are very few Sedalians who 


fully realize and appreciate the won­ 
derful workshops, which will have a 
capacity of giving employment to up­ 
wards of 2500 skilled employes. Sev­ 
eral of the buildings are mammoth 
structures, and all are constructed in 
the most substantial manner, perma­ 
nent creations of cement, brick and 
ateel, the material being the best that 
money could purchase. 
The several 
buildings have been erected under tbe 
supervision of W. C. A ^ strong, tbe 
company’s superintendent of construc­ 
tion, and not a single detail has been 
neglected towards securing tbe best 
possible results from a combmatiou 
of material and skilled builders, under 
the direction of experienced contrac­ 


tors.

put in and are partially completed. 
One will be used for carrying off the 
water from tbe roofs of tbe buildings 
and the closets and the other will be 
for surface drainage of 
the 
shop 
grounds. 
A system of water pipes Is being 
put in to supply the buildings with 
water from the Sedaiia reservoirs, and 
fire hydrants are being put in at quite 
a number of points 
on the 
shop 
grounds to afford protection to the 
buildings in tbe event of a fire. Each 
of the buildings, except that of tbe 
freight car shops, is so substantially 
built of steel and brick that fire could 
do little damage, beyond destroying 
the wooden floorings. Forty per cent 
of tbe water mains are in, and the hy­ 
drants are on tbe ground and ready 
for installation. 
Tne machinery for the shops has 
commenced to arrive, five carloads be­ 
ing received during tbe past week, and 
all of it will be here inside of thirty 
days. A portion of the shops will be 
in operation by August 1 and the re­ 
mainder by November 1. 
One of tbe big pieces of machinery 
which will interest every one who vis­ 
its the shops will be the big traveling 
cranes. One of them will have a ca­ 
pacity of picking up 100 tons and 
handling it with ease, swinging tbe 
weight with celerity from one point 
to another, while the other will lift 
and carry 35 tons. 
Two hundred and fifty shopbuilders 
w’ere at work last vreek, and Superin­ 
tendent Armstrong estimates that all 
of the brickwork w ill be completed by 
May 15. 
The work of finishing the 
buildings will be most rapid, and the 
machinery will be Installed without 
delay. 
There will be thirty-two tracks ex­ 
tending Into the shop grounds, or a 
total of twenty-two miles of tracks. 
Thousands of carloads of cinders are 
being dumped along these tracks, and 
by November 1 the new shop yards 
will present a level and solid surface.

It has long been asserted that gold 
exists in a state of solution in the sea, 
and that in the many attempts to ex­ 
tract It some has been collected and 
precipitated, but it is admitted that 
failure has attended every eflort at ex­ 
traction on a Commercial basis, says 
the United States consular reports. 
The announcement is 
now 
made, 
however, that a new process has re­ 


ceived the sanction of no less a per­ 
son than Sir William Ramsey, pro­ 
fessor of cbemistry in University col­ 
lege, London, officer of tbe French 
Legion of Honor, corresponding mem­ 
ber of ■•iontlfic 
and philosophical 
societies in nearly 
every 
civilized 
country, a*d the author of numerous 
scientific papers and treaties. 
The 
new process is patented, but no fur­ 
ther description of it is given than 
that it “bears a certain resemblance 
to the tr^ tm e n t adopted In the ^ i..ef= 
of the W itwatersrand” (South Africa). 
It is said that a syndicate, whose 
title and address are not given, has 
been quietly picking up favorite sites 
on the English and Irish coasts, and 
has now acquired rights ove some 50 
miles of foreshore. 
The securing of 
extensive foreshore rights is neces­ 
sary because the sea w'oter must be 
absolutely pure to obtain the best ra- 
snlts from the new process. 
Theie- 
fore. factories and pumping stations 
must be established w'ell out of reach 
of passing steamers, the bilge water 
from whfck would contaminate the 
surrounding sea and derange the pro­ 
cess of extraction. 
Some forty years ago active expe­ 
riments began which showed that gold 
In minute quantities was dissolved in 
many rivers and streams, and later 
on a measurement of gold in sea water 
placed the amount at about a grain In 
each ton of water. 
A grain of gold 
being worth about 4 cents, and the 
tons of water In the 
ocean being 
placed at 60,000,000,000.000. it 
stag­ 
gers the mind to attem pt to compute 
In dollars tbe prodigious total value 
of the gold in the ocean. 
Should tbe new process do all that 
its friends sanguinely claim for it, 
gold would almost become a drug on 
the market; but it is considerately 
remarked that “It would obviously 
not serve the interests of the syndi­ 
cate to secure gold in greater quanti­ 
ties than tbe market could absorb. 
Moreover, tbe firm of financiers whom 
we believe to be mainly concerned In 
the developemnts Is far too deeply 
Involved im high finance to engage in 
any operations which would have an 
unsetUiag ^ e c t upon the currency.”

A NATIVE OF RALLS COUNTY. 


Will Appoint as Deputies Only Gen­ 
tlemen Committed to Enforce­ 
ment of the Law. 


SIX SALOON MEN ARRESTED 


Their Licenses Will Be Revoked—-It 
Was Also Dry 
In 
Joplin 


and Kansas City. 


Through the strict enforcement of 
the saloon Sunday closing order, S t 
Louis yesterday experienced its digest 
Sunday since 1899, says the Republic. 
Blore than 30,000 men went to East 
St. Louis and the county, where sa­ 
loons were crowded all day. Twenty- 
two thousand went to E ast SL I/m is 
alone. 
Five thousand pedestrians crossed 
the bridge to East S t Louis, and the 
street cars and ferries carried thou­ 
sands more. 
Six saloonkeepers were arrested on 
charges of Sunday violation. A Wal­ 
nut street saloonkeeper was ta k ^ to 
the Four Courts twice for keeping his 
place open. 
Excise 
Commissioner 
Mulvihlll 
made a personal tour of the down­ 
town saloons, and stated that he saw 
200 which were abiding by the law. 
Licenses of saloons which are opened 
at 12 o’clock Sunday night may not be 
renewed. 
Commissioner Mulvlhill believes the 
Sunday closing law will be enforced 
in E ast St. Louis. 
The licenses of those who violated 
the law yesterday will be revoked Fri­ 
day. 
Kansas City and Joplin also had a 
dry Sunday.

SENDS MESSAGE TO SHERIFF 


Tells Him to Take Steps to Enforce 
Law and Call On Governor 
If Nocessary. 


Jefferson C i^, April 17.—Governor 
Folk today sent a message to Sheriff 
Herpel, of SL Louis county, calling at­ 
tention to the fact that the Sunday 
closing law was violated there yester­ 
day, and directing that such steps "as 
are necessary to see that laws are en­ 


forced” he takai. 
The governor adds: 
“You may call 
on me for such aid as hi necessary to 
effectnally carry out th aie instruo- 
tions.** 


The St. Louis Republic of Sunday 
contained an excellent picture of Jos. 
H. Rodes, of this city, together with 
the following from the paper’s local 
correspondent: 
J. H. Rodes, of this city, who has 
been appointed state game warden by 
Governor Folk, was bofti 
in 
Ralls 
county. 
He is a graduate of Central 
college, Fayette, Mo., and read law 
with Chief Justice Theodore Brace at 
Paris. 
He graduated from tne law depart^ 
ment of the State university in the 
class of 1881, and was elected prose­ 
cuting attorney of Monroe county In 
1883, and was re-elected two years 
later. 
BIr. Rodes practiced law in Paris 
until 1890, being in partnership with 
Alexander H. Waller. 
In the latter 
year he was married to Miss Leona 
Williams, of Mexico, and removed to 
Sedalia, where he since has been en­ 
gaged In the general practice of law. 
While a resident of this city he has 
been connected with some Important 
prosecutions, having been 
employed 
by G. W. Gates in the prosecution of 
Alexander Jester for the alleged mur­ 
der of Mr. Gates’ son. Mr. Rodes is a 
strong advocate of the enforcement of 
law. and was always much Interested 
in the protection of fish and game. 
Hunting and fishing have been his 
lifetime recreation. 
He Is a student 
of nature and an expert angler and 
wing shoL 
Mr. Rodes says he has lived to see 
the game and fish of this state slaugh­ 
tered almost to annihilation, and will 
give his best efforts to enforcement of 
the law. He says he wishes to give 
fair warning In advance. 
He asks all citizens to join in a har­ 
monious effort to put the law Into 
rigid enforcement, advises the organ­ 
ization of game and fish protective 
leagues and 
associations 
In 
every 
county to co-operate with the game 
warden and the deputy game wardens 
in enforcing the law. and Invites co­ 
operation with all associations already 
organized, the friendly co-operation of 
all 
prosecuting 
attorneys, 
circuit 
judges, the state fish commissioners, 
sheriffs and marshals, Justices of the 
peace, etc. 
Mr. Rodes will appoint as deputies 
only men honestly committed to the 
law’s enforcement, men of character, 
probity, dburage, vigilance and activ­ 
ity, who will make no discrimination 
between friends or foes. 
Preference 
will be given in his appointments to 
those equally interested in protection 
of both fish and game. 
Mr. Rodes suggests that it will be 
to the advantage of those applying for 
appointment as deputies to become ac­ 
tive in advance in organizing sports­ 
men’s leagues pledged to aid in the 
law’s enforcement in the various coun­ 
ties. 
He says the law will be vigorously 
and impartially enforced, and there is 
but one safe way to keep out of trou­ 
ble, and that is to observe the provi­ 
sions of this law.

ENGINEER AND CONDUCTOR 


Charged With Manslaughter Growing 
Out of a Collision On Octo­ 
ber 10, 1904. 


(From Monday's Daily.) 
Judge Geo. F. Longan and C. D. 
Corum, prosecuting attorney of Cooper 
county, went 
to W arrensburg 
this 
morning to defend Engineer J. D. Hor­ 
ton and Conductor Preston, respec­ 
tively. 
The defendants are charged 
with 
manslaughter In the fourth degree, 
growing out of a collision near Knob- 
noster October 10, 1904, between a 
west-bound extra freight and the sec­ 
ond section of Missouri Pacific pas­ 
senger train No. 30, In which thirty 
people were killed and twice that num­ 
ber injured. 
Messrs. Longan and Corum, on be­ 
half of their clients, filed an applica­ 
tion with Judge Bradley for a change 
of venue, on the ground that a fair and 
impartial trial is impossible in John­ 
son county, owing to prejudice and the 
excited condition of the residents of 
the county whenever the collision is 
discussed. 
The application was granted, and 
the case was sent by Judge Bradley to 
Cass county, where it is expected to 
be tried at the next term of court.

Damage That Was Done By the 
Recent Frost. 


AN INVESTIGATIDN IS M ADE. 


State Univ ersity Pro fesso r Say s All 
Unco v ered Strawberries Hav e 
Been Ruined. 


Co lumbia, Mo ., April 18.—Pro f. E. 
H. Favo rs y esterday gave th e fo llo w­ 
ing statement to th e public co ncern­ 
ing th e co nditio n o f fruit. Th e h o rti­ 
cultural department h as made a num­ 
ber o f investigatio ns in th e experi­ 
mental o rch ards and elsewh ere. Th e 
statement fo llo ws: 
Fully 7 5 per cent o f th e unpro tected 
blo o ms o n apple trees were damaged 
by th e fro st. Th e flo wers o n th e o uter 
po rtio ns o f th e trees were much mo re 
damaged th an th o se next th e trunk. 
Trees pro tected by bo nfires sh o w 
much less injury th an th o se unpro ­ 
tected. 
Plums are apparently badly 
fro stbitten, especially th o se th at h ave 
no t set fruit. 
A few o f th e earlier 
varieties are in go o d co nditio n. Wh at 
few peach es are left sh o w th at th e 
flo wers are uninjured, but I do ubt se­ 
rio usly th at th ere will be any fruit o n 
acco unt o f th e bad co nditio n o f th e 
i^ees, due to th e Intensely co ld win- 
ter. 
Strawberries are ruined wh erever 
th e straw co verings h ave been remo v­ 
ed.
